Mason Robert 
Oglesby dies in 
tragic fall 


Tragedy struck during the 146th An- 
nual Order of the Most Worshipful Prince 
Hall Grand Lodge of Ohio and the 108th 
Annual Communication for the Amaranth 
Grand. Chapter, Order of the Eastern 
Star, PHA, which was recently held at the 
Hyatt Regency Convention Center. 

Convention center officials said that 


ROBERT B. OGLESBY 
. fell 21 feet 


during a reception that was held on Mon- 
day, Aug. 14, Robert B. Oglesby, 71, past 
grand master of Progress Lodge No. 85 
(1979-81), fell from the third floor and 
died. About 8:30 p.m., Oglesby lost his 
balance while sitting on three-and-a-half- 
foot ledge facing the convention center's 
atrium and plunged 21 feet, said Joe 
Odoguardi, chief operating officer. 
Oglesby was pronounced dead at 9:58 
p.m, at Grant Medical Center. 

Odoguardi said a tragedy of this na- 
ture has not occurred in the 10 years 
since the Hyatt Regency has been open. 
"We've never had this happen before. 
Now that this has happened, we're look- 
irig at how this can be prevented from 
happening in the future," said Odoguardi. 

Oglesby was a native of Sandusky, 
Ohio. A Masonic memorial service was 
held for Oglesby in Sandusky

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Suddenly, in what has been dubbed 
the “trial of the century,” it is not the 
actions of June 12, 1994, that are. the 
major issue, but the words of a former Los 
Angeles police officer, spread over a 
period of nine years -- up to six weeks 
after the murder of Nicole Brown 
Simpson and Ronald Goldman -- that 
have opened the eyes of jaded ob- 
servers, and bared fresh wounds in the 
psyche of the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment. 

There on the 14 hours of tapes, made 
over a period of years by North Carolina 
professor and film maker Laura McKinny, 
is the voice of Mark Fuhrman, the police 
officer who found the bloody glove and 
other evidence that deeply implicates 
O.J. Simpson in the murder of his wife 
and her friend.

There is Fuhrman explaining how he 
can-turn an illegal arrest into “probable 
cause” by saying the arrestee was a 
burglary suspect. There is Fuhrman 
saying that a police officer should be

And there is Fuhrman boasting, “I'm 
the key witness in the biggest case of the 
century. If! go down, they lose the case 


With tears in his eyes and anger in his 
voice, the father of murder victim Ronald 
Goldman expressed his anger at the 


But it is almost impossible“to avoid 
race in this case, And a couple of attor- 
neys who have been closely following the 
case -- and who have also handled cases 
with Black defendants, some who com- 
plained about police behavior -- recog- 
nize what the Fuhrman tapes say about 
the criminal justice system 


Fred Benton and Reginald Cooke, two 
Columbus attorneys who have been ap- 
pearing as expert commentators on 
WSYX-TV's coverage of the O.J 
Simpson trial, both view the case through 
the prism of their own Blackness, and 
how that Blackness is viewed in American 
society. And they see a different side 
than most whites are willing to admit

JTPA summer program may die this year

Thousands of young people all over 
the country could be left jobless around 
this time next year, unless Private In- 
dustry Council (PIC) officials can come 
up with a plan for alternative funding for 
the Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) 
summer program. 

Lately, federal programs have been 
Congress’ targets for drastic cuts in fund- 
ing or for fotal elimination. The PIC has 
recently been informed of a 35 percent 
rescission in federal allocations for their 
year-round youth programs and of addi- 
tional budget cuts which would decrease 
the youth allocation of funding by a total 
of 79 percent. Services to at-risk youth in 
Columbus and throughout Ohio will be 
considerably reduced. 

According to reports from Washington 
D.C., the Senate approved and sent to 
President Clinton a bill that cuts spending 
from the 1995 national budget by $16.4 
billion, and he publicly announced that he 
would sign it. 

"The Congress tried to eliminate the 
program this summer! They wanted to cut 
it out immediately, but we saved it by 
calling on mayors, legislators, and 
parents," said Frankie L. Coleman, ex- 
ecutive director for the Franklin County 
PIC. "We wrote letters to Senators all 
over the state and the nation. People just 
raised all kinds of cane'to save this pro- 
gram. We just called on people in the 
community.” 

The PIC’s Summer Youth Institute 
provides a structured work and learn ac- 
tivity for young people, but the future of 


this program is in jeopardy, too. This will 
be the last summer 1,000 youth in Colum- 


bus will earn at least $150 a week for 
eight weeks to help pay for school and

Woman finds razor 
blade in a banana

This past Father's Day took a 
strange turn for a North Side family. 
After attending Sunday services at 
Meredith Temple Church of God, 
Tammy Smith and .her family were 
eating a snack in the kitchen of their 
home. After taking three bites of a 
banana, Smith noticed a razor blade 
was lodged in it. 

“A little piece of silver caught my 
eye," said Smith. "| couldn't believe it 
was a razor blade." 

Smith was so distraught that she im- 
mediately. called her mother and_her 
pastor, the Rev. Hezekiah Meredith. *! 
needed some soothing words," she 
said. 

After talking to her mother and pas- 
tor, Smith took the banana back to the 

. place where she bought it from on June 
13, the Morse Road Big Bear grocery 
store. Smith said the head cashier told 
her the manager wasn't in and offered 
her another bunch of bananas or a 
refund. Smith decided to wait until she 
could speak to the manager and left her 
name and number. 

Smith said the manager called her 
the next day and informed her that Big 


Bear's corporate office had taken up the 
issue. At the end of the week, a Big Bear 
official came to Smith's house and pick 
ed up the banana, which Smith had 
preserved in her freezer. Smith said the 
official told her the company was going 
to have the banana analyzed at its food 
laboratory and let her know the results 

The results of the lab analysis were 
never released to Smith, she said. The 
company offered her $75-$100 for her 
trouble. Smith wasn't satisfied with the 
offer. “I'm disgusted for (Big Bear offi- 
cials) taking it lightly, for not seeing the 
seriousness of it. | feel insulted,” she 
said. “| would like an investigation done 
| feel they were sweeping it under the 
carpet.” 

Smith is worried that the razor blade 
She found in the banana may have been 
contaminated. She said she has tried to 
get the lab results from Big Bear, to no 
avail. "| feel like I've been getting the 
runaround about it.” 

Smith said she saw no cracks or 
tears in the skin of the banana before 
she peeled it. The event has made her 
more watchful of her two young sons, 
Rory, 11, and Ryan, 8. She said Ryan 
often sneaks food into his room. "| know 
my sons," said Smith

Along list of Black candidates -- 
all of whom with judicial expenence 
-- may be among those receiving 
strong consideration for a,vacancy 
on the Federal bench in Ohio 

Federal magistrate Jack Sher- 
man, and Franklin County 
Municipal Court Judge Janet Jack- 
son, may be frontrunners for the 
vacancy created by the death of 
longtime federal judge Carl Rubin 

ut also entering the race are 
Franklin County Domestic Rela- 
tions Court Judge Yvette McGee- 
Brown and federal administrative 
law judge Richard Letts, who pre- 
viously served on the Franklin 
County Municipal Court. 

Each brings judicial experience 
to the post. Sherman, of Cincin- 
nati, had served for six years as a 
judge on the Hamilton County 
Municipal Court; he was one of the 
first Blacks to have been elected to 
the county municipal court since it 
had been created in the 1960s. 
Sherman was appointed to the 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court in 1987, although he was 
defeated for election in 1988 
Since April, 1989, Sherman has

been a magistrate in the federal 
district court in Cincinnati. Sher- 
man is the immediate past presi- 
dent of the Cincinnati Bar 
Association. 

Jackson, of Columbus, was ap- 
pointed to the Franklin County 
Municipal Court in 1987, and was 
elected to a full term in November, 
1987 and re-elected in November, 
1993, with about 70 percent of the 
vote.

It's a “big farce" for prosecutor 
Marcia Clark to charge that the 
defense is using the "race card", 
when a fundamental question in 
the case is the credibility of Mark 
Fuhrman as a witness. 

“The race card was played by 
Fuhrman when he made his com- 
ments, when he participated in the 
type of conduct described on the 
tapes," Benton said, 

In any event, a strategy of im- 
peaching the prosecution's key wit- 
ness is appropriate in any case. 
“Attacking the credibility of the wit- 
ness is a valid trial tactic," Benton 
argued; it would be grounds for an 
allegation of malpractice if the 
Simpson attorneys knew of 
evidence which called into ques- 
tion Fuhrman’s veracity and didn't 
use it. To Benton, what_upsets 
many in the public is the involve- 
ment of race in-the impeaching of 
Fuhrman. “No one would have 
similar concerns if his credibility 
was attacked based on having 
been previously convicted, or pre- 
viously engaged in perjury,” Benton 
charged. Critical to the case that 
Simpson's defense team has 
taised Is the allegation that the Los 
Angeles Police Department 


rigorous training activities. that 
simulate fire scene experiences.

plausible the theory that the 
defense raised,” Benton said. 
"What seemed very. far-fetched 
and remote now becomes very 
plausible." 

Cooke agreed. 

"The largest thing in this case 
from the defense standpoint is that 
O.J. Simpson was framed," Cooke 
said. “What you have here is an 
officer who not only lied, but is in- 
volved in acti where he admits 
he framed people.” 

The actions of the defense 
tearm, Cooke said, are "very consis- 
tent in that ae 

“What the Goldman familyis fail- 
ing to see is that this is all consis- 
tent with what (the defense) has 
been saying." 

The Fuhrman tapes raise an 
idea that many whites refuse to 
accept and many Blacks accept on 
face value -- that racism infects the 
criminal justice system. 

“What we're seeing now is the 
public has a hard time believing 
that a Black person can be framed,” 
Cooke said. “It's not only about 
police relations, but the public's 
perception of Black people.",

Cooke argued that the Fuhrman 
tapes, if accurate, represented a 
“smoking gun" potentially implicat- 
ing the Los Angeles police in 
wrongdoing and undermining the 
presumption that police officers will 
always tell the truth. 

“For the most part, it's very dif- 
ficult to prove in criminal trials that 
police officers lie or will alter 
evidence to convict a Black per- 
son," Cooke said. “Unfortunately, 
(whites) think we're cry babies 
about discrimination or abuse." 
But the Rodney King case -- a 
videotape of a police beating -- 
showed the world the evidence that 
Blacks believed had been sup- 
pressed, And the Fuhrman tapes 
might have the same effect. 

Interestingly enough, there's 
another situation where there's a 
tape, and they're forced to agree 
that there's evidence of this racism 
here.” ‘ 

The Fuhrman tapes certainly 
put a glaring and uncomfortable 
Spotlight on the Los Angeles Police 
Department, which among whites 
has been a model of effective 
police enforcement-for years but 
which Blacks have long regarded 
a& cruel and hostile. The Watts 
riots of 1965 and 1966 both erupted 
in the wake of allegations of im- 
proper police action, including the 
shooting death by a white officer of 
a Black man who had been 
stopped for a traffic violation ig the 
LAPD has also come unde: fire

from civil rights and civil liberties 
groups fof the high volume of al- 
legations of police brutality -~ and 
the millions of dollars the city paid 
each year to those who it found had 
been the victims of police brutality. 


But the Fuhrman tapes come at 
a time when police practices are 
under question across the country. 
In New York, the Mollen Commis- 
sion, set up several years ago to 
investigate the police in the wake 
of allegations of police corruption, 
found that it was common for police 
to commit perjury on the stand in 
certain cases -- called “testi-lying" 
~ in order to justify their actions in 
arresting a suspect, or otherwise 
protect their cases. 


Cooke believes that the impact 
of the Fuhrman tapes -- if they are 
admitted -- will probably benefit the- 
defense. “It will convince those 
people who are actually leaning 
against O.J.," Cooke argued. Will 
it lead to an acquittal? Cooke 
believes it might. "I think it’s a real 
strong chance now, because 
you're going to have the informa- 
tion about Fuhrman, about the 
frame-up, and the theory is thal this 
is spread throughout the Los An- 
geles Police Department,” Cooke 
said, "I see it as a bombshell, and 
enough to cast reasonable doubt 
on whether he did this thing.” 


“I've made some fairly sig- 
nificant career changes over the 
years,” Jackson said. "I believe 
that I'm a quick learner, that I'm up 
to the task, and goes along with my 
whole philosophy and concept of 
giving back to the community.” 

Jackson said she would “bring 
diversity of thought and possibly 
philosophy" to the bench if she was 
selected, M 

Judge McGee-Brown was the 
youngest judge in Franktin County 
when she was elected in 1992, 
defeating incumbent Clifford 
Cloud. Her decision to seek the 
post occurred after she was ap- 
proached by some friends she 
respected. 

McGee-Brown said that, while 
she has been supportive of Janet 
Jackson's bid for the court, she did 
not see her bid as an attempt to 
undermine Jackson. 

Her candidacy, she said, “is not 
a competition between me and 
Janet,” but a reflection of the impor- 
tance of having a strong Black 
presence among the candidates 
for the position 

“We need an African-American 
presence on that bench, | don't 
think it hurts to have several 
qualified candidates in the mix," 
McGee-Brown said 

Letts, a former attorney in the 
U.S. Attorney's office, was ap- 
pointed to the Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court bench in 
1989, but lost later that year for 
election: He currently serves as an 
administrative law judge for the 
federal government. 

Ohio's federal judiciary is 
divided into two districts, the north- 
ern and the southern district, 
bounded basically by Interstate 70. 
in recent years, the southern dis- 
trict has taken on a decidedly Cin- 
cinnati cast, as the last several 
appointments to the bench, under

both Democrats and Republicans, 
have come from that cily. 

The Clinton administration has 
named .11 federal district and ap- 
peals court judges in Ohio. 
those, only Solomon Oliver of 
Cleveland has been Black, al- 
though-Guy Cole is the nominge for 
a seat on the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals 

No Black candidate has been 
nominated in the southern district 
since Gerald Ford appointed 
Robert M. Duncan in 1974, Duncan 
served until 1985, when he 
resigned from the bench. 

All potential candidates for the 
judicial post will go through the 
screening of a-five-member com- 
mittee, chaired by former Ohio At- 
torney General Anthony 
Celebrezze, which includes 
Columbus attorney Percy Squire. 
The panel will review all can- 
didates, and submit its recommen- 
dations to Glenn for his final 
nomination to President Clinton, 

The president ultimately 
decides on the candidate to be 
nominated 

Arelease from the office of Sen, 
John Glenn said that the panel was 
given only one charge by the 
senator: "send me the best and 
most qualified candidate." 

A spokesperson from Sen. 
Glenn's office said he was "not sure 
there's a set time line" for the ap- 
pointment. “Right now, we basical- 
ly let the commission do their 
work," the spokesperson said. 
"They basically receive the 
nominations.” 


Jackson was not worried about 
all.the petition for the seat. 
"Let us all set forth our qualifica- 
tions, and let the committee and the 
senator and the president decide,” 
Jackson said.

on Friday, Aug. 18. A religious 
memorial service was held on 
Saturday, Aug. 19. 

Oglesby was a Mason for 34 
years. He was born in South 
Carolina, and his family moved to 
Sandusky in 1926. He graduated 
from Sandusky High School in 
1942, earned a degree in business 
administration from The Ohio State 
University in 1950, and graduated 
from Howard Law School, 
Waghington, D.C., in 1953. He 
passed the bar exam in 1955 and 
started a law practice in Sandusky. 

He worked for the former Ohio 
Department of Highways from 
1960 to 1963, handling right-of- 
way land appropriations in an 
eight-county region. He was ap- 
pointed Sandusky city prosecutor 
in 1967, retiring from that post in 
1984. 

He was a 33rd Degree Mason, 
and held numerous offices in 
Masonic organizations, including 
that of grand master of Ohio, the 
highest office in the state in the 
Masonic fraternity. He helped es- 
tablished the organization's 
scholarship fund. In 1974, he was 
honored as Man of the Year by 
Progress Lodge No. 85. 

He helped create the Erie- 
Huron Community Action Commis- 
sion in 1965, served on its board for 
10 years, and was interim director 
(for no pay) for six months in 1969- 
70 while the board searched for a 
new director. 

He served on the executive 
board of the Sandusky chapter of 
the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, and 
in 1989 was the first recipient of the 
NAACP's St, Clair Robinson 
Memorial Award. He was past 
president of the Erie County Bar 
Association

A spokeswoman for Big Bear 
said the company can't discuss the 
specifics of the case with anyone 
except Smith. "That claim has been 
processed and we have responded 
to that customer,” said Karen Ben- 
nett, director of consumer affair's 
for Big Bear's corporate office. 


Since finding the razor blade in 


the banana, Smith has been much 
more cautious in, handling food. 
She doesn't feel a Sense of closure 


about the incident yet. "Who's 
crazy enough to put a razor blade 
in a banana?" she still wonders. « 


Oglesby was Sandusky’s only 
Black lawyer until 1982, when he 
and his son Geoffrey opened a law 
firm. As the attorney for a Detroit 
man arrested under a Sandusky 
law prohibiting loitering in a drug 
area, Oglesby spearheaded the 
1993 fight against the law which 
resulted in a revamping of the law.

With Black voter turnout at 
an all-time low in most areas, the selective use of our 
community's economic power may be the only way to 
send a strong message to those who would deny us 
our due for the sake of political expediency.

hroughout the State pf Ohio, several 
municipalities will hold elections in November 
Mayors, council members, judges, and school 
boards will be chosen, and several important issues will 
be decided, In addition, early next year, primary elec-

No council meddling 


East Neighborhood Association (OTENA) and the 
Near East Area Commission (NEAC) are at odds 

with each other. OTENA has disagreed with NEAC on 
a number of issues in recent years, including the build- 
ing of new houses in the near east area 

And it is no surprise that NEAC chairlady Nana 
Jones and some of OTENA's backers are’ at odds, 
either. Jones has been very strong in her determina- 
tion to lead NEAC; she has expressed concerns about 
OTENA in the past 

So the controversy regarding Jones’ continuation as 
chair of NEAC -- and the challenge to the recent NEAC 
election by four area residents -- is not, of itself, a 
surprise. . 

What is surprising, however, is City Council Presi- 
dent John Kennedy's response to it. In his call for 
mediation, we believe that President Kennedy has 
overstepped the proper boundary between city council 
and the area commission it funds, and appeared to be 
coming down on the side of a single entity in this 
struggle 

The dispute centers around a March change in the 
by-laws for the Near East Area Commission -- achange 
that allowed the president to continue to serve without 
seeking re-election to the commission. The measure 
was ratified by two-thirds of the board members, as is 
required. The OTENA organization was vehemently 
opposed to the measure, expressing the concern that 
it would circumvent the democratic process, There 
was also concern from OTENA about how NEAC,

under Jones' leadership, was handling development C 


issues, and whether it was as democratic an institution 
as before. 

Jones, on the other hand, argues that the decision 
to allow the president to continue to serve was made 
to improve “continuity,” and in no way reflected an 
attempt to overpower her opponents. 

The issue, in our minds, is not whether NEAC made 
@ good or bad decision to make the presidency non- 
competitive. The issue is whether the losers in a 
political discussion should have the right to overturn the 
decision of a duly-elected body just because it did not 
like the result. And, since the OTENA advocates seem 
not to have demonstrated any py in the initial 
vote, we would have to defend N' in this process 

We also believe that the challengers to NEAC have 
not exhausted their procedural rights within the or- 
ganization. For the challengers to take their case to 
the president of city council, without having completed 
the steps within the organization, demonstrates a lack 
of faith in the internal process -- or a sense that they 
would simply shop for a more favorable forum. We 
believé tWat Council president Kennedy, who was un- 
questionably just simply attempting to get a sticky 
situation resolved, stepped into a matter that would 
have been better handled through the existing chan- 
nels ; 

We believe there is no need for dispute resolution 
until the challengers have exhausted their remedies 
within NEAG. And, at that point, there is time to recon- 
sider the appropriate strategies. Mediation will not 
work effectively, under any circumstances, if itis viewed 
aS a Strategy by one side to get what they could not get 
through democratic means. 


Barbee William Durham 


arbee William Durham was a courtly, gentle 

man with a deep and abiding passion for jus- 

tice, Ina civil rights career that spanned more 
than 60 years, he kept up the fight for justice and civil 
rights in the strong yet gentle way he lived his life. 

Barbee William Durham died Aug. 12 at the age of 
84. For many young people, his name is not well- 
known at all; others may only recall his name in the 
numerous letters to the editor he would write to 
newspapers'vver the years. 

But from the 1930s to the 1960s -- and even in the 
1970s -- Durham, a pharmacist by training and profes- 
sion, was one of the major warriors for civil rights in 
Columbus. 

He was one of the founding members of the Van- 
guard League, a civil rights group in the 1930s which 
pressed for the end to segregation and later merged 
with the NAACP. For 15 years, he was the part-time 
executive director of the NAACP, lending his consider- 
able skills to the organization. 

The fights changed, but the goal was still the same: 
full “eq , At one point, Durham and others were 
challenging the American Red Cross because they

segregated blood from Blacks and whites. They chal- 
lenged downtown theaters to end their practice of 
segregating Black and white moviegoers. 

Durham fought for the bus companies, banks, and 
department stores to hire and promote Blacks in more 
than token numbers, ; 

His last major battle was the Columbus school 
desegregation case, in which he helped plot strategy 
and was a witness. 

Inn age when the major issues of the time are often 
allowed to degenerate into name-calling and invective, 
Barbee William Durham was a reasoned, measured 
voice for change. While he was a passionate civil rights 


fighter, he never allowed bitterness or hatred to govern” 


his reasoning. 

At the same time, he was uncompromising in his 
struggle for full access to American democracy, and full 
participation in the American social contract, for Black 
Americans, 

Barbee William Durham will be missed. But his 
legacy continues -- in integrated schools; equal access 
to public facilities for all; employers who now hire 
minorities; and a fairer Columbus -- and America. 


If you're concerned about the 
debate over affirmative action, the 
signs look pretty ominous 

Anger over affirmative action is ''ke- 
ly to be one of the major defining issues 
in the 1996 elections. The votes of the 
so-called “angry white men’, in large 
measure a reaction to affirmative ac- 
tion, gave the Republicans full control 
of both houses of Congress for the first 
time in 40 years 

A Supreme Court which was once 
an advocate for civil rights now appears to be the worst 
enemy of Blacks, as a series of rulings carve away civil 
rights protections and make it easier to challenge affirm- 
ative action laws, 

And two high-profile former advocates of affirmative 
action, California Gov. Pete Wilson and Kansas Sen, Bob 
Dole, are now leading the charge to eliminate all affirm- 
ative action preferences "| 

It seems like this might be the high‘water moment of 
the anti-civil rights movement. But don't bet on it. A 
University of Cincinnati scholar argues that the popularity 
of the anti-civil rights movement reflects a twenty-year 
trend that is not going away. 

Al Tuchfarber, head of the Institute for Public Policy 
Studies af UC, said he has studied the trend lines for white 
opposition to affirmative action for the past two decades 
And what he has found is that, rather than being a sudden 
squall that came up in the 1994 elections, the anti-affiem- 
ative action movement is a storm that has been brewing 
for a long time. 

- “The anger is not new," Tuchfarber said. “This anger 
goes back several decades, But with the Democratic 
majorities in Congress, there was no way to reflect it in 
public policy. Now that there's Republican majorities in 
the Congress, there's a way to reflect it in public policy.” 

One could argue that the Republicans are both agents 
and instigators of the anger that swept the nation in 
November, 1994. But Tuchfarber does not see this anger 
as simplistically as other commentators, And the anger 
is not just “angry white men", Tuchfarber has noted: the 
spouses of white men are almost equally opposed to 
racial and gender preferences. 

White voters have believed for some years that affirm- 
ative action is wrong, Tuchfarber argued: the murmuring 
of opposition has been there in the polls since the 1970s. 
The problem white voters faced was a political and legal 
climate which was either ahead of -- or behind -- the voter 
anger. ae 

"Because the Democrats controlled the Congress, and 
because of the court decisions prior to Croson, there was 
no way to change public policy,” Tuchfarber said, "And 
now there is." The song of anti-affirmative action has 
been sung for years; it was just that all the politicians 
weren't listening.’ But no more. 

"N's getting public voice now," Tuchfarber said. "But 
this is not a new phenomenon." 

In some ways, the very successes of the civil rights 
movement may have helped create the climate for its 
demise. The creation of majority-Black congressional 
districts in the South, by taking Black voters out of mar- 
ginally-Democratic districts, has washed away a host of 
white Democrats from the south, and helped create al- 
most lily-white districts which have elected ultra-conser- 
vative Republicans. 

itis odd that this battle over affirmative action and racial 
justice is occurring during the administration of Bill Clinton. 
lt was Clinton, after all, who attempted to promote a 
centrist aotion of civil rights. -- to the point of attacking 
“Sister Souljah" at the Rainbow Coalition convention. And 
Clinton has been attacked by some Blacks as being too 
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A dangerous future? 


swift to compromise on affirmative action issues, and too 
eager to abandon some of his Black staff members. 

But this indicates, apparently, that the trend we are 
talking about is even larger than the shift of power be- 
tween Democrats and Republicans. America has oscil- 
lated between periods of liberalism and reaction on race 
since "the beginning of the Republic’, Tuchfarber noted. 
A slight push for the freedom of Black slaves in the wake 
of the stirring struggle for freedom from England turned 
into a period of retrenchment and compromise on slavery 
for most of the first half of the 1800s turned into a bloody 
war for freedom in the 1860s, and a subsequent flowering 
of some rights in the Reconstruction, turned into an 
abandonment of reconstruction and a long, dark night of 
racial hatred -- 80 years of Jim Crow and violence, until 
the flowering of the civil rights movernent. 

Tuchfarber argues that the United States "has been in 
@ guilt mode since the 1950s,” a period in which the civil 
rights struggles could gain some results. But the 1990s 
are bringing a massive shift. 

“The pendulum is starting to swing back,” Tuchfarber 
said. "And my guess is the swing will go on for a long 
time.“ 

What will this shift mean in practice? Right now, Bob 
Dole and Pete Wilson, along with Phil Gramm, have 
staked their presidential aspirations on ending affirmative 
action. But don't expect legislation to end affirmative 
action right now, 1 

Although Dole has introduced legislation to end affirm- 
ative action programs on the federal level, “I'm not sure 
they will pass this year," Tuchfarber said of the anti-affirm- 
ative action legislative initiatives. “I'm not sure: (the 
Republican leaders) want them to pass this year," since 
passing a bill too early might take affirmative action away 
as the major campaign issue in 1996. 

But after the 1996 election -- no matter who wins -- 
Tuchfarber argued that there is likely to be an elimination 
of federal affirmative action goals and programs after the 
1996 election. At the same time, the struggles over goals 
and timetables are likely to continue for years on the local 
and state level, as laws enacted during periods of relative 
liberalism (like Ohio's minority business set-aside law), or 
ordinances enacted in cities with strong minority repre- 
sentation, come under continued attack, 

“| would expect to see preferences go on for quite a 
long time, notwithstanding the Croson decision," Tuchfar- 
ber said. 

Is there hope for some agreement on civil rights? In 
Tuchtarber's remarks, there is a small window of hope -- 
in the voters’ attitudes toward discrimination. 

"The public in general are opposed to preference 
programs and set-asides and quotas," Tuchfarber said. 
“But there still is widespread willingness to combat dis- 
crimination, especially where it can be tied to discrimina- 
tion against individuals." Maybe in that willingness to 
address discrimination that a majority of voters feels is the 
seed of a strategy to promote the next wave of civil rights 
(and affirmative action) initiatives. But it will only be done 
if civil rights becomes a meaningful policy issue -- and not 
simply tha wedge to divide white voters from Blacks. 
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Actions speak louder than words 


Most politicians will say or do al- 
most anything to get a vote around | 
election time. Garfield Heights Ward 
1 Councilman Henry Warren has 
elevated this technique to a high

| can't think of one local elected official who's had to go 
into the hospital for an ailment and then attempt to get 
political and media mileage out of the fact. But Warren did 
just that when he recently sponsored a council resolution 
saluting the Wade Park Veterans Administration Hospital 
for removing his kidney along with a tumor. 

While matters of personal health are vitally important, 
a cynic reading the resolution would come to the con- 
clusion that Warren was using the resolution as a political 
marketing tool. The cynic would come to that conclusion 
because the resolution reminded folks that Warren was a 
veteran; that he came through the surgery successfully 
and would be up and about in no time flat. 

All of this is well and good, but then Warren ordered 
Garfield Heights officials to send a copy of the resolution 
to the local media, in addition, to the good folks at the VA 
Hospital and the Secretary for Veterans Affairs. 

What this has to do with improving the quality of life for 
Ward 1 residents escapes me, but to be sure, Warren is 
up andabout. 

Take for instance, last Saturday. Warren jed a lightly 
attended march to “take back the neighborhoods.” While

Outspoken rap 
critic is sued 


Two record companies that distribute 
hard-core gangsta rap have filed suit 
against C. Delores Tucker, head of the 
National Political Congress of Black 
Women and an outspoken critic of rap 
music, 

Death Row Records and Interscope 
Records, which are in business together, 
are accusing Tucker of racketeering, extor- 
tion, and illegal business practices. The 
companies allege that Tucker used threats 
and intimidation to damage their com- 
panies. 

The suits, filed back-to-back, claim that 
Tucker tried to get Death Row to break its 
contract with Interscope, which distributes 
explicit music by Snoop Doggy Dog, Dr. 
Dre and others. Tucker is also accused of 
lobbying to get Time Warner, which owns 
50 percent of Interscope, to break all ties 
with the rap label. Time Warner is named in 
the Suit as a co-conspirator with Tucker. 

Tucker denies the allegations and says 
her only goal is to steer young Black men 
away from expressing their talents in "nega- 
tive and pornographic ways.” Time Warner 
also denies the charges. ...

Tupac Shakur, who is currently serving a 
prison sentence for sexual assault, won't 
appear in his next video, of course. But 
many of his friends will. Appearing in 
Shakur's new video, "Temptation": Coollo, 
Salt-N-Pepa, Ice-T, Dr. Dre, Yo Yo, War- 
ren G, Isaac Hayes, Bill Bellamy and 
members of Digital Underground, En 
wee and Cypress Hill. ... 

he U.S. Postal Service is issuing a new 
series of stamps commemorating African- 
American jazz legends such as John 
Coltrane, Louis Armstrong, Eubie Blake, 
Errol Garner, James P. Johnson, Coleman 
Hawkins, Charles Mingus, Thelonius Monk, 
vey Roll Morton and Charlie Parker. 

he stamps will debut on Saturday, Sept. 
16 at California's Monterey Jazz Festival 
and nationwide on Monday, Sept. 18. 

The new stamp series are being 
released around the date that Coltrane 
would have celebrated his 69th birthday, 
Saturday, Sept. 23. Also, Atlantic Records 
recently released a Commemorative box 
set, "The Heavyweight Champion: John 
Coltrane, The Complete Atlantic Record- 
ings." Coltrane died of cancer in 1967. ..

African-American cartoonists Robb 
Armstrong (‘Jump Start") and Stephen 
Bentley ("Herb and Jamaal"), and many 
other nationally recognized cartoonists 
will speak at The Ohio State University 
during the 1995 Festival of Cartoon Art, 
Friday and Saturday, Aug. 25-26. 

"The festival is the high-point of our 
celebration of the centennial of the comic 
strip," said Lucy S, Caswell, curator ofthe 
Cartoon, Graphic, and Photographic Ans 
Research Library. 

The library, the world's largest archive 
of original cartoon art, sponsors the fes- 
tival every three years. Admission is $75, 
or $20 for students, and advance 
registration is required. As part of the 
festival, several free, public exhibitions 
and events will be held in galleries 
around Columbus. 

"Since the first event in 1983, the Fes- 
tival of Cartoon Art has been a popular 
gathering place for editorial and comic- 
strip cartoonists, aspiring cartoonists, 
professors of art and culture, and fans of 
the medium,” said Caswell. 

“This is a mix of people who don't get 
together any other place," Caswell said.

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After 50 years, Air Force 
rights wrongs against airmen

After 50 years, the experience 
still rankles 

A group of 101 Black officers in 
the 477th Bombardment Group, all 
of them among the famed “Tus- 
kegee Airmen," attempt to integrate 
the officers’ club at Freeman Field 
in indiana 

At the time, the Department of 
War -- the predecessor of the 
Department cf Defense -- had 
declared the nation’s officers’ clubs 
integrated. These 101 officers, who 
had attained the same ranks and 
experienced the same dangers as 
their fellow white officers, attempted 
fo act upon the declaration of the 
Department of War -- in the face of 
the opposition of the local field com- 
mander, who had maintained the 
segregation at Freeman Field 

The "Freeman 101", officers and 
gentlemen, could not be defeated 
by the power of Nazi.arms. But 
old-fashioned American racism 
could block their progress in the 
country for which they were fighting 
One of their number, Roger C. Terry, 
would Yeceive a court-martial, and 
the other 100 would each receive a 
reprimand in their permanent files 
because they attempted to exercise 
their rightsas free men and officers 

For Herndon Cummings, the 
pain is still fresh. “It. will always 
bother me, as long as | live," said 
Cummings, now. 76, in an interview. 
Although.he has said that he had 
never fought to have the reprimand 
taken out of his file, the United 
States Air Force -- after a fight of 50 
years -- will at least make it easier 
for him 

At the most recent meeting of the 
Tuskegee Airmen, in Atlanta, Rod- 
ney A. Coleman, assistant 
secretary of the Air Force for man- 
power, reserve affairs, installations 
and environment, announced that 
the-reprimands would be cleared 
from the records of all 100 officers, 
and that Terry's court martial convic- 
tion would be set aside. 

“With this action, a terrible wrong 
in the annals of the U.S. Air Force 


and U.S. Military history has been 
righted," said Coleman 

The action was originally 
prompted by a request one of the 
officers, James C. Warren, made to 
Coleman: to have the case 
reviewed, Warren had been a flight 
officer in training at Freeman field 

It was April, 1945 -- with the war 
against Axis Germany winding 
down -- when the base commander 
at Freeman Field issued a letter 
segregating trainees from base and 
supervisory officers, At the time, all 
the trainees were Black; their super- 
vising officers were white 

“The. actual effect of the letter 
was to segregate the officer's clubs 
on the basis of race, and authorized 
discrimination in violation of War 
Department policy," said Coleman 

It was four days after posting the 
letter when the base commander 
heard that some newly-arriving 
Black officers would attempt to 
enter the club. He ordered the 
doors to the officers’ club locked, 
except for the main entrance, and 
most military police to enforce the 
segregation order. 

One of the men, Terry, a second 
lieutenant, accidentally brushed 
against a white superior officer to 
gain’ admittance, and was court- 
martialed for assault. He was con- 
victed and drummed out of the 
armed services. Two others were 
also court-riartialed, but acquitted 

The 100 men -receiving 
reprimands were charged with 
“conduct unbecoming an officer, 
failure to obey a lawful order, and 
breech of good order and dis- 
cipline." In addition to Cummings, 
the only member of the group who 
now lives in Columbus, the group 
included former Detroit mayor 
Coleman Young, 

Warren, who retired as a 
lieutenant colonel in the Air Force. 
wrote a book about the incident en 
titled "Freeman Field Mutiny." 

Coleman called the Tuskegee 
Airmen involved in the Freeman 
Field incident “bellwethers for 
change with respect to integrating 
the U.S. Military."| They took a 
“giant step for equality” a decade 


before Rosa Parks began the 
modern civil rights movement -- and 
three years before Harry Truman 
formally desegregated the armed 
services. 

But that honor does not assuage 
Herndon Cummings, who went on 
after being mustered out of the ser- 
vice to have a long career as a 
masonry contractor 

"Some want (the reprimand out 
of their files), some don't," Cum- 
mings’ said, When asked why he 
would not petition to have his 
removed, he responded, "what's 
the advantage? I'm not looking for 
a job now. | can't get a promotion 
now. The water is over the dam, or 
under the bridge, depending on the 
way you want to take it.” 

In many ways, the reprimand -- 
while a painful incidentin his military 
career --. had little to do with his 
prospects once leaving the armed 
forces: the widespread racism of 
the times, which prompted the base 
commander's action, was more im 
portant. Despite a boom in hiring in 
the wake of the end of World War II, 
“there were no jobs available" when 
Cummings got out of the armed for- 
ces. "That's why | went into the 
masonry business." 

And the prospects for many of 
the other officers were not better. 
"Most of these people just got lost,” 
Cummings said of his comrades." 
Many are dead. "Some of these 
people went to. the four corners of 
the earth." 

Even with the Air Force's offer to 
take the reprimand out of the file of 
those who apply, Cummings said 
that only 14 out of 101 have re- 


quested it. He sees his own future . 


as resting with those who will not 

“Maybe further down the road, | 
might apply," Cummings said. "But 
| don't see why | have to apply. If 
they were wrong, it should be auto- 
matic."

firmative action, but opposes 
"preferential treatment." 

Therefore, using the terms inter- 
changeably, under the guise of ob- 
jective reporting, unfairly 
characterizes affirmative action, the 
organization said. "The language is 

“being used at a time when racial 
divisiveness is very intense in this 
country," said Dorothy Gilliam, a 
Washington Post columnist and 
president of sony “and so when 
very, very powerful media - radio 
wa TV - add distorted language to 
the debate, it potentially worsens 
American race relations.

Renewing the NAACP and Black America

Do you remember when the “Flip-Top" 
cigarette box was the latest rage across 
America? That period, in the 1960s, was 
probably the last time that the venerable 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAACP) was 
held in high esteem by people across the 
country and funded by a significant por- 
tion of Black Americans. In 1994, the 
NAAGP was rocked to its roots and its top 
two leaders sacked for financial wrongdo- 
ing. Now, after the organization's recent 
87th Annual Convention the clearest 
message to emerge was that the African- 
American community will have to take 
more responsibility for the survival of the 
NAACP and the nization will have to 
look beyond Myrlie Evers-Williams for the 
sophisticated leadership. that is 
desperately needed to guide a besieged 
Black community through harrowing 
times into the 20th century, 

The man who may be the best choice 
to guide the NAACP back from oblivion 
was up on the wrong side of the 
streets in Baltimore when “Flip-Top" 
cigarette boxes were in vogue, Sut, 
Kweisi Mufume was probably smoking 
them, along with a few other unsavory

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things, as a teenager well versed in the 
ways of the streets. Now, the, con- 
gressman from Baltimore and former 
chairman of the Congressional Black 
Caucus (CBC) is the latest touted figure 
for being the next executive director of the 
NAACP. Rep. Mfume would bring the 
knowledge and culture of the streets, as 
well as that of Capitol Hill, to the leader- 
ship of the NAACP. But, many do ques- 
tion why Mfume, who has been in 
Congress for almost 10 years, would 
leave a safe congressional seat and be- 
come the day-to-day operating chief of 
the nation’s oldest civil rights organiza- 
tion? The reason "why" is (hata man with 
his special attributes could do much more 
for "The Race" at the NAACP than he 
could being a professional politician 
lunching at the government trough. 
Those among us who simply seek the 
security of “a job," during their lifetime 
would wonder: "Why would he give up a 
good government job to take one with a 
debt-ridden group of Blacks?" The 
NAACP Is old and wounded and deeply 
in debt. Mfume is a person who can take 
the NAACP to a new level of function and 
finance: He has consistently stood 
and fought for the interests of Blac’ 
in Maryland and across the U.S.

Many people with bad credit get stuck 
in the "poor man’s system." They get 
taken in by buy-here-pay-here and rent-

The outlook for most of Black America 
is as precarious as that of a dinghy in a 
hurricane. Voting rights are under attack 
and Black America’s scalawag group of 
representatives are about to’be ousted in 
droves. The shaky edifice of affirmative 
action is being dismantied, funding for 
public schoo! systems with large 
populations is eroding and education and 
training programs are being scuttled. The 
time Is ripe for someone who has more 
than their personal interest in mind to take 
the leadership mantle of Black America.

for all stages combined have 
steadily improved and in the past 30 
years have increased from 50 to 80 
percent. 

The breast cancer prevention 
trial is the first large scale breast 
cancer prevention study designed 
to determine whether the medica- 
tion tamoxifen will prevent breast 
cancer from developing in women 
who are at increased risk. 


Participants include 16,000 
women from over 270 sites across 
the U.S. and Canada. Women take 
two tablets once per day for five 
years. Fifty percent of the par- 
ticipants receive tamoxifen while 50 
percent receive a placebo. The 
medication is randomly assigned 
and unknown to participants as well 
as medical staff. Women age 35 to 
60 years who are at increased risk 
for developing breast cancer be- 
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cause of family history or personal 
breast problems as well as all 
women over 60 years of age are 
eligible to participate. 


Benefits include regularly 
scheduled mammograms and 
checkups as well as receiving state- 
of-the-art medical care from com- 
munity physicians. In addition, 
women will be participating in a 
study that is contributing to medical 
knowledge that may decrease the 
occurrence of this disease in future 
generations.

In 1995 there will be an es- 
timated 182,000 new cases nation- 
wide and 8,400 ngw cases in Ohio. 
There will be an estimated 46,000 
deaths nationwide and 2,100 in 
Ohio.

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cer, early age at menarche, late age 
at menopause, lengthy exposure to 
cyclical estrogen, never having had 
children, late age at first live birth, 
and high dietary fat intake.

The fight against crime matters. 

Because somewhere in Ohio 
Yonight, a woman will sieep only 
fitfully. Perhaps she’s an elderly 
widow or a single mother. But 
whatever the case, she doesn't feel 
safe. Where she once felt secure in 
her neighborhood, the community 
that surrounds her is now plagued 
by theft, drugs and violence. She 
lives cautiously, each day constant- 
ly fearing for her home, her family 
and often her life each day. Tonight, 
despite the summer heat, she will 
bolt her door shut, lock all of her 
windows, and keep the lights on. 

Neither this woman nor any 
other law abiding citizen in Ohio 
should have to worry about violent 
crime. That's why | pledged to the 
people of Ohio to make my top 
priority helping sheriffs, police of- 
ficers, and prosecutors fight crime, 
I'm pleased to say that in the short 


time I've been Attorney General, the 
direction of our office has rapidly 
shifted toward that goal. 

One of the first steps | took 
toward strengthening Ohio's 
criminal justice system was the 
creation of two new sections in the 
attorney general's office. The new 
Juvenile Justice Section was 
created to help fight juvenile crime 
In order to streamline death penalty 
appeals and help local prosecutors, 
we formed the Capital Crimes Sec- 
tion. 

The juvenile murder arrest has 
increased 101 percent in Ohio be- 
tween 1988 and 1992. While adult 
violent crimes are-slightly declining, 
juvenile violent crime rates have 
more than doubled since 1985, As 
@ result, the Juvenile Section in my 
office was formed in place of the 
former Children's Protection Sec- 
tion. The new section maintains 


previous child protection services 
such as the Rapid Response Team 
and the Missing Children's Clearin- 
ghouse, while offering a wider 
range of services to prosecutors 
and law enforcement agencies. 
The Juvenile Justice Section 
specializes in juvenile jaw issues 
involving runaways and missing 
children, juyenile crime prosecu- 
tion, child. abuse prevention, and 
gang violence prevention and 
prosecution. The new Anti-Gang 
Unit is a featured statewide anti- 
gang resource center which will be 
available to assist local law enfor- 
cementin the detection, prevention, 
and prosecution of gang activity. 
As a former prosecutor, | know 
what it's like to try murder cases, 
and how difficultit is to defend death 
penalty appeals. The Capital 
Crimes Section gives us a greater 
edge over death row inmates who 


Governor Voinovich 
signs crime bills 


Governor George V, Voinovich 
recently signed three bills aimed at 
curbing crime in Ohio - Senate Bill 
2, House Bill 1 and House Bill 4. The 
governor commended Attorney 
General Betty Montgomery for her - 
leadership and hard work on the 
entire crime package and Chief 
Justice Tom Moyer for his diligence 
and dedication to the Criminal Sen- 
tencing Commission and his work 
on SB 2. 

“Tackling Ohio's crime problems 
has been a priority of mine and of 
this General Assembly," said 
Governor Voinovich. "In December, 
we pledged to take important steps 
to reduce crime in Ohio. Today, | can 
confidently say we've done just 
that. | truly believe that these three 
bills, combined with our previous 
crime bills, will make Ohio safer and 
Ohioans more confident in our 
criminal justice system.” 

SB 2, sponsored by Senator Tim 
Greenwood (R-Toledo), imple- 
ments many .recommendations of 
the Ohio Criminal Sentencing Com- 
mission led by Chief Moyer. The bill 
establishes “truth-in-sentencing,” 
sets tough penalties for repeat of- 
fenders and encourages a range of 
options for more effectively punish- 
ing non-violent offenders. This bill 
will be effective, July 1, 1996. 

HB 1, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative E.J, Thomas (R-Colum- 
bus), is dedicated to reducing the 
incidence of violent juvenile crimes. 
The bill lowers the age at which 
youths may be transferred to the

in.-which a transfer is mandated, and 
in conjunction with the expansion of 


RECLAIM Ohio, the governor's in- 


itiative to provide additional funding 
at the local level for juvenile courts, 
RECLAIM Ohio allows courts to use 
individualized treatment and cor- 
rection for youth that can be better 
dealt with in the community. This bill 
will be effective Jan. 1, 1996. 


HB 4, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Amy Salerno (R-Colum- 
bus), implements 
recommendations of the Olio ask 
Force on Gun Violence that deal 
specifically with juveniles and gun 
violence. The bill includes several 
provisions aimed at reducing the 
access juveniles have in obtaining 
guns, and severely punishes those 
who violate the laws. This bill will be 
effective 90 days after signature.

A Call and Post poll was taken 
of Columbus’ East and Southeast 
Side residents recently about the 
impact of Mayor Greg Latshutka’s 
administration on their com- 
munities. Area residents were 
asked if the Lashutka administra- 
tion has neglected or helped their 
neighborhoods during his mayoral 
post : 
Jose Spearman is a 25-year-old 
East Side resident from Michigan 

"Crime is still_on the rise,” he 
said. "There are no neighborhood | 
funds to fix up neighborhoods and 


no programs for neighborhood 
children, Things are getting worse, 
not better." 

Kofi Doboso is a 26-year-old 
Southeast Side resident. “Crime is 
everywhere, Children hang out in 
the streets with no place to go. 
Programs that existed four years 
ago are Virtually non-existent now,” 
she said. “Summer programs are 
often untimely (may start as late as 
the end of June). There ls no money 
being put in the community and 
houses aren't being fixed up.” 

Christina Shute is a southeast 
side resident, "There's even more 
violence and crack. Operation Ace 
was an effective program that 
stopped some crack flow but was 
eventually cut out," she said 

Cliff Carson, of the Southeast 
Side, has been calling for weed 
control about two vacant lots across 
the street from his home. The lots 
are full of high grass and weeds. In 
the past, according to Carson, “a 
dead body has been found there 
and no telling what could be there 
now," 

Carson has thought about call- 
ing Six On Your Side as an attempt 
to provoke some action. 

Scott Dawkins, a Southeast Side 
resident, said the solution to a lot of 
the problems in his ,neighborhood 
would be to create alternatives for 
young children as opposed to 
gangs and crack. With positive al- 
ternatives like effective recreational

programs and other activities, a lot 
of the negatives in his neighbor- 
hood could be eliminated. More job 
Opportunities (those besides fast 
food and low-wage jobs) are also a 
solution 

Tonya Darling of the East Side

shared concern for police con- 
duct in their communities. Both 
have experienced incidents in 
which police actions needed to be 
investigated. 

Darling and Martin would like to 
see the mayor's administration ad- 
dress and investigate police prace- 
dures in their community.

Combating media assault 
on African American males

Commerce Secretary Ron 
Brown, Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment chief Willie Williams, Califor- 
nia Assembly speaker Willie Brown 
and Or. Henry Foster are the latest 
additions to America’s Black male 
rogue gallery. Dr. Earl Ofar Hutchin 
son, author of The Assassination of 
the Black Male Image contends that 
this is no accident 

“When you look at the 
mainstream media, and some of the 
cultural mediums - films, books, 
records, rap, sitcoms - what we 
have seen is a continuing pattern of 
relentless one-dimensional nega- 
tive typecasting. The African- 
American male is depicted as a 
‘gangsta, carjacker, dope dealer, 
drive-by-shooter, derelict and 
buffon’ and now a corrupt 
manipulator." The media presump- 
tion of guilt of prominent Black politi- 
cal officials and Clinton 
administration appointees fit neatly 
into the pattern of Black male bash- 


ing." 


Hutchinson adds that there has 
been a new, even more dangerous 
element added to the negative 
image of Black males in the past 
two years. Black men are now con- 
sidered to be what Hutchinson calls 
the “poster boys" for male sexual 
deviancy 

"First, there was Clarence 
Thomas, next it was Michael Jack- 
son. Then Magic Johnson and Mike 
Tyson. Now it's O.J. Simpson, They 
have become America’s symbols of 
sexual harassment, child sexual 
abuse, AIDS affliction; date rape, 
domestic violence and perhaps 
even spousal murder." 

Hutchinson is careful to add that 
the issue of alleged Black male 
sexual deviancy or corruption is 
separate and apart from the in- 
nocence or guilt of these men. "I 
don't say that Simpson, Foster and 
Ron Brown are victimized simply 
because they are Black. Nor do | 
subscribe to any wild conspiracy 


“theories. That is paranoid and 


simplistic. | merely say that it would 
be extremely naive not to think that 


racist stereotyping aren't powerful 
motives behind many of the attacks 
on prominent Biack men and that 
this is easy to sell to a public histori- 
cally conditioned to think the worst 
of Black men." 

Hutchinson offers the following 
strategies to combat the continuing 
media assault 

Form media watchdog groups to 
write, fax, telephone newspaper 
editors, reporters and advertisers 
demanding positive regular fea- 
tures and stories on Black achieve- 
ments. 

Patronize independent 
filmmakers, writers, artists, rappers 
and Black publishers that are 
producing wholesome works. 

Set up businesses to market, 
Promote and distribute records, 
tapes, videos, books, magazines 
and newspapers that project posi- 
tive images of Black life 

Be a positive role model within 
and without the Black community. 

Hutchinson is right, Blacks must 
be responsible for their own salva- 
tion. Nobody else will be

of law. 


Run-in with gang changed. 
reader’s life forever 


Dear Editor: 

| recently read an editorial in 
your paper entitled "Posses, 
Gangs, and Crime.” The editorial 
was very informative and com- 
pelled me to sharé my personal 
experiences with you that involves 
gangs and their power (influence), 
| ask that you allow me to share 
this experience with you and the 
readers of the Call and Post 
. | was arrested in 1992 for caus- 
ing the death of an established 
gang member. The events which 
proceed the demise of the person 
was as follows: 

Three days after | graduated 
from high school, | attended what 
was supposed to be a graduation 
party. While | was there | was con- 
fronted by gang members who 
had assumed that | was a member 
of a rival gang. They stuck guns in 
my face and threatened to kill me. 
| managed to escape that poten- 
tially fatal situation due to the inter- 
vention of some bystander. 

As | ran from that situation, | 
was chaséd by the gang members 
who were firing their guns at me. | 
eluded them and took shelter ata 
friend's home. When | was about 
to leave the house, | saw the gang 
members charging up the street. | 
immediately fan back into the 
house {o flee through the back 
door, but it was bolted shut, | heard 
them banging on a side dqpr and 
| began to panic. 

Recalling that there was a shot- 
gun in the house, | grabbed it and 
tried to escape through the front 
door. As ! attempted this, | imme- 
diately encountered the gang 
members as they ascended the 
stairs to the house, When | jerked 
around to change direction, the 
shotgun discharged, fatally 
wounding one of the gang mem- 
bers. 

| turned myself into the police 
and was charged with aggravated 
murder. | pled self-defense and 


throughout my trial have main- 
tained this. 

During every day of the trial 
proceedings, the courtroom was 
packed with fellow gang members 
of the deceased. Some of the 
gang members also followed the 
police van that took me to court 
from the county jail, After a week 
of trial and three days of jury 
deliberations, | was found guilty of 
a lesser charge of voluntary 
manslaughter and sentenced to 
10-25 years in prison along with a 
three-year sentence for the use of 
a gun. 

After a year of incarceration, | 
made some real startling dis- 
coveries, The first was that during 
my trial, some members of the jury 
told the judge, through the court 
bailiff, that they feared the gang 
members and feared for their per- 
sonal safety. That information was 
never revealed to me or to my 
court-appointed counselors 

| also discovered that the judge 
did absolutely nothing in response 
to the knowledge that the jury 
feared the gang members who 
were present throughout my trial 
By not doing something in 
response to such serious informa- 
tion, the judge chose to violate a 
sworn duty to ensure that | 
received a fair trial 

It should be noted that when the 
allegation of jury misconduct was 
raised in the O.J. Simpson trial, 
that judge conducted an extensive 
investigation and allowed the 
defense attorneys the opportunity 
to question the jury, The judge in 
my case failed to take any actions 
to determine if the jury's fear of the 
gang would influence the jury's 
verdict, 

| have been informed that 
before | was sentenced, a letter 
was submitted by a@ juror which 
stated that the jury felt that | had 
acted in self-defense, but they had 
to take some precautions for their 


safety because they felt that the 
court would not be able to protect 
them from gang retaliation. The 
juror also apologized to me in the 


sletter for not rendering a fair ver- 


dict. The letter was then given to 
my counsel with the instruction 
that it should be gi ily. 
Disregarding the instruction, the 
counsel chose to conceal the 
juror's letter and take it to the 
prosecutor and judge. A series of 
meetings were held at this time to 
take steps needed to bury this 
piece of damaging information. In- 
formation that would have 
demanded a it esa mistrial, 

To follow up on this blatant dis- 
regard of my rights to justice, the 
trial judge appointed me an attor- 
ney to misrepresent me in the 
Court of Appeals by not raising the 
blatant and plain errors which 
were committed by the trial court 

| have recently filed a petition 
for post-conviction relief in the 
courts and have brought this infor- 
mation to their attention as 
grounds for a new trial. | have 
been granted an in-court hearing. 
on my motion, at which time’) 
should receive a new trial accord 
ing to THE LAW! 

| believe that my situation will 
illustrate to the public at large as 
to how much power (influence) the 
authorities of this society have.al- 
lowed the street gangs to wield, 
and the blatant abuse of judicial 
power which is very prevalent in 
the Ohio Court System 

My hope is that you will assist 
me in my plight for justice by 
publishing these facts regarding 
my case. It should be noted that 
mine alone isn’t worthy of sole at- 
tention as with the rise in gang 
violence and cases, it is very likely 
that their will be more occurren- 
ces,
